THE FIRST DAY HIS RESOLUTION 
WENT INTO EFFECT. 


MR. BLAIR MAKES A CALCULATION 


That atthe Rate the Senatora Are Discuss- 
ing the Tariff Bill, They May Complete 
It by Next December 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—Under the new or- 
der for the dispatch of business the Jsenate met 
at 10 o’clock this morning. There were, how- 
ever not more than ten senators present during 
the prayer, and after the chaplain had retired, 
Mi. Gorman suggested the fact that there was 
no quorim present. The roll was called and 
thirty-two senators answered to their names, 
eleven less than a quorum, whereupon the ser- 
goant-at-arms was directed to request the at- 
tendance of the absent senators. 

By 10:20 0’clock a quorum had appeared, 
one of the latest to arrive being Mr. Sherman, 
who offered the resolution by which the time 
of meeting had been advanced an hour, and 
this circumstance was ocularly jcommented on 
by some of the democratic senators. 

The journal of yesterday’s proceedings was 
read and agreed to, 

Mr. Frye made a statement in relation to 
the riverand harbor bill. He said that the 
committee on commerce, not wishing to an- 
tagonize or to seem to antagonize the tariff 
bill, had instructed him to consult the finance 
committee as to the time when the river and 
harbor bill could be considered ; that such con- 
sultation had taken place, and that it had 
been agreed to the entire satisfaction of both 
committees that the river and harbor bill 
would be taken up on Friday of next week. 

The conference report on the District of 
Columbia appropriation bill was taken up, 
discussed for an hour and a half (chiefly on the 
subject of street railroad companies and their 
shortcomings) and agreed to. 

THE TARIFF BILL TAKEN UP. 

The tariff bill was then taken up, and its 
reading by paragraphs was continued—begin- 
ning at paragraph 33, page 6—the article being 
extracts of licorice, and the amendment re 
ported from the finance committee being to 
reduce the rate on the house bill from 6c to 5c 
& pound, 

Mr. McPherson moved to make the rate 4c a 
pound, which would be, he said, equal to an 
ad valorem rate of sixty-six per cent, prices 
eurrent showing that the New York price 
was 6c a pound, He spoke of the 
blil as being “a big steal, from 
beginning to end,’’ and -said that he would 
move reductions in inatters affecting industries 
of his own state, just as he would in matters 
affecting the industries of other states. 

Mr. Vance rose to ask Mr. MePherson a 
question, but before he had a chance todo so 
he was himself asked by Mr. Hiseock if he 
would do the same in reference to industries 
of North Carelina. 

“T did not know,”’ said Mr. Vance, “that I 
had constituted the senator from New York 


-my guardian or mentor, for the purpose of an- 


ticipating what Iam going to say. God for- 
bid that I should ever iutend to say what he 
thinks I ought to say in reference to this tariff 
bill.” [Laughter.]} 

Mr. McPherson’s motion and the remark ac- 
companying it started another debate, which 
was repeated upen a small seale upon other 
motions to reduce rates named in the bill, with 
Which he followed it up. 
were rejecied in regard to _ licorice, 
carbonate of magnesia, morphia, cod liver oil, 
fish oil, castor oil, and the committee amend- 
ments were agreed to in each case except as to 
castor oil. On this item, Mr. Plumb moved to 
increase the rate from 5)c to 0c p_r gallon, the 
present duty. He said that one-third of the 
entire castor oil bean crop of the country was 
produced in Kansas. He was willing to forego 
that rate of duty, if the farmers of Kansas were 
permitted to buy the articles they used at a 
corresponding reduction of duty. He wanted 
to get out of the bill what be could get out of 
it for his own people. 

Mr. Plumb’s amendment was agreed to. 

Committee amendments were adopted in- 
creasing the duty on opium prepared for 
smoking to $12 (from $10) per pound, and 
making the duty on unmanufactured barytes 
$1 per ton instead of $2, asin the house bill, 
andon the manufactured article one-fourth 
cent per peund instead of $7 per ton. 

Mr. MePherson moved to reduce the duty 
on chrome yellow, chrome green, etc., from 
four and a half cents per pound to twenty-five 
per cent ad yalorem. 

Rejected—yeas, 20; nays, 27. 

Mr. McPherson offered similar amendments 
to several other paragraphs under the heading 
of ‘‘paints, colors and varnishes,’’ and with 
the same unvarying result on one of the yea 
and nay votes. There was no quorum, and a 
call of the roll failed to produce one. 

The sergeant-at-arms was directed to request 
the attendance of absent senators. Soon it 
was reported that there were no senators 
present, and further proceedings under roll- 
call were dispensed with. 

Mr. McPherson offered an amendment to 
reduce the duty on whiting and Paris white 
from one-half cent a pound to twenty per 
cent ad valorem. 

After a discussion that lasted over an hour 
and ahalf, the amendment was ejected by 
the usual parity vote—yeas, 22; nays, Jl. 

The amendment reported by the finance 
committee tostrike out of paragraph 60 the 
words ‘‘all paints and colors commercially 
known as artists’ water paints,’”’ 50 per cent 
ad valorem was agreed to. This leayes all 
such paints at 25 per cent ad valorem. 

The next paragraph (61), in reference to 
acetate of lead, the finance committee 
recommending an increase of duty in the 
house bill on white acetate of lead from 3 to 
54 cents per pound; and on brown from 2 
to 34 cents per pound. . 

The amendment was agreed to—yeas, 27; 
nays, 16. 

Four pages of the bill having been disposed 
of today, the senate, at 6o’clock p. m., ad- 
journed till tomorrow at 10 o’clock a. m., 
after a statement by Mr. Blaine that, by a cal- 
culation which he had made, the. bill would 
be disposed of at the present rate of progress, 
by the 20th of next December.

THE BAKER CASE, 


The Other Side of the Case of Mr. Ab. 
jaker of Cartersville. 
CARTERSVILLE, Ga., July 30.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: In your issue of the 22nd inst., and again 
in your issue of the 27th, reference was made to 
the disbarment proceedings against my brother, 
J. A. Baker,in Bartow superior court. I have every 
reason to believe that the first article that ap- 
peared was written by the plaintiff or his attor- 
ney. It certainly puts the case in its worst light, 
and the slur atthe conclusion of the notice is an 
unmistakable ear-mark of its authenticity. I 
have urged my _  ~Obrother to reply to 
the notice or properly communication, and 
Place himself right before our friends in the 
State. Acting under the advice of his counsel as 
the case is still pending on a motion for a new 
‘trial. and upon the idea that nothing could or 
would be settled by the newspapers, he declined to 
doso. As public opinion 1s readily fixed from 
hearing or seeing but one side, I can see no harm 
that can result from seeing both. Certainly noth- 
ing I shall say ought to in anyway prejudice the 
hearing before the courts. 
1. As to the charge that he had conspired with a 
client to defraud the Johnson estate. The facts 
are these: In December, 1882, Moore, of Forsyth 
county, sent him afi. fa. to collect, the amount 
apparently due on the fi. fa. being about $1,500. 
e ti. fa. was levied and the executrix filed a bill 
to marshal the assets of the estate, alleged that 
the fi. fa. was compromised for $1,000, and that it 
had been paid. Moore and his wife sent to their 
attorney an affidavit that 1t was not paid off, but 
“Only about $300 had been paid on it. Moore soon 
‘Came over to Bartow county to look after the mat- 
ter and also to look after another claim he had for 
his wife against Dysart & Vincent, of this county. 
He had received through his son about $1,200, 
part of which hethought was Johnson’s own 
money, but upon seeing Dysart & Vincent 
learned that they had paid to Johnson the entire 
“31,200 which Johnson bad paid to Moore, and that 
instead of Moore having a claim against them for 
@odything that his claim against them had been 
fully paid off, and that Johnson had paid nothing 
‘upon the claim against himself. He had simply 
‘acted as their agent and attorney’ in 
paying over to Moore what had been paid to him. 
pon learning this, Moore saw his attorney and 
canned to him the mistake he had made in his 
aMidavit in supposing that Johnson had paid a 
part on his own debt, when, in fact, he had paid 
nothing, but had been acting solely as the agent 
‘of Dysart & Vincent in transmitting to Moore 
their payments, Johnson having all the time been

The only 
complaint in the world is that he did not, under 
the circumstances before detailed, when Moore 
swore that nothing had been paid on the fi.fa,pro- 
duce the aforementioned affidavit to contradict 
and impeach Moore, his client. Upon this charge 
in the accusation before Judge “Maddox, there is 
notasingle scintilla of evidence contradictin 
what. I have here said, and not a wore 
of evidence from any. witness showing any con- 
Spiracy what ver. 

_2. As to deceiving the court upon an applica- 
tion to continue a certain cause, the application 
was made to allow him time to go to Forsyth 
county to get evidence to impeach a witness. The 
court granted the time and he went and got the 
attidavits to impeach the witness, as can be seen 
in the records of Bartow suporior court and the 
supreme court in the case of Baker vs. Moore, 
fhe. quibble in this matter was that some wit- 
ness said that in the application 
to continue he said he wanted 
to £0 to Cumming, Ga., while he insisted that it 
was Forsyth ey and that he wanted to get 
the affidavits of Bell & Bell, and that when he 
went to Forsyth county he did not get their 
affidavits, He thought he had enough ¢o impeach 
the witness and did not have time to go to Cum- 
ining to see Bell & Bell, 

3. In rendering false account of his expendi- 
tures to his client. 

No client that he has ever had is complaining 
against hii, The complaint is made by two law- 


yers who have very few clients. In writ- 
ing to Moore after he had _ collected his 


claim against the Johnson estate,and had retained 
half and remitted the other half to Moore, Moore 
demands another settlement. Baker claimed that 
the contract in the collection of the claim was 
with Moore, that he was to have a conditional 
fee of one half ofthe recovery. A dispute arose 
over this. In the course of the dispute, by letter, 
he wrote Moore that his expenses inthe case had 
been about three hundred dollaré. When put upon 
the witness stand to explain this, he said that, in 
writing -Moore, he had expended in the case 
about three hundred dollars. He had confounded 
the expenses in the entire Johnson litigation, 
and when he began to separate and charge up to 
different clients the expenses properly chargable 
to them, that there wss not over $75 or $109 prop- 
erly chargeable to Moore,outside of $50 promised 
to counsel he had gotten to assist himon one 
branch of the case. That nis entire expenditures 
in the Johnson case would exceed $300, and that 
this was on his mind when he wrote to Moore. 
That it was none of Moore's business what he had 
done with his half of the money, no way. 

4. That he defrauded another client in taking a 
fil. fa. to collect and having it levied upon {| 
property and buying the property in for $11, sell- 
ing it for $75 and pocketing the difference. The 
truth about this is that he never undertook the ‘ 
collection of the fi. fa.; that he told the party 
where the defendant in fi. fa. had some property 
located, and that if plaintiff in fl. fa. would send 
the fi. fa. to the constable of that district he could 
make the money. Plaintiff in fi. fa. asked him to 
send the fi. fa. to the constable of the district and 
tell him where the property was. This he did, 


and paid no more attention to the mat- 
ter. George 8. Johnson, the relator’s 
brother, happened to be at the justice court 


the day the property was sold bid it in, did not 
have the money to pay the bid and got Baker to pay 
it for him and they agreed tosell the property, pay 
back to Baker the purchase money and then go 
halves in the profits. Baker was not present at 
the court ground, but piaintiff in fi. fa. was. This 
was done, and that is all there is of the transac- 
tion. This plaintiff in fi. fa. has been in litigation 
time and again, and Baker has invariably been 
against him and recovered verdicts against him. 
There is no good feeling existing between them. 

5. In adwitting and swearing on the stand that 
he had tolda falsehood. He had a large fi. fa. from 
Dade county to collect; there was some money in 
court for distribution. He and theoppo site side had 
been; talking about the matter; he left, went 
home, got in his buggy, went out driving. As he 
passed in front of the bank the opposite party 
calted to him, he searcely stopped, the party 
asked him to whom the fi. fa. he was controling 
belonged ; anny ee he drove off, replied that it 
belonged to him. Whenthe case was on trial to 
distribute the fmoney in court he was 
& witness and was asked if the fi. fa. 
did belong tohim andhe answered under oath 
that it did not, but that he jestingly remarked to 
the opposite side that it did, because he thought 
that it Was an impertinent question and was none 
of his business to whom it belonged. 

6. Slandered a brother attorney. There is less 
in this ground than in any of the others if possibile. 
I will not speak ill of the dead. Three-fourths of 
what was said and written about this brother at- 
torney was admitted to be true. The other was fully 
explained. The brother attorney had no business 
that Baker wanted. He had all that he was able 
to attend to properly. Judge Maddox’s decision 
in the case was a surprise to ge! cg except a 
few bitter personal enemies. It came like a clap 
of thunder from aciear sky. And when he comes 
to review the case, I have no idea but that he will 
reverse his finding, and grant a new trial, because 
I know that his findings are clearly and decidedly 
against the weight of the evidence, and some of 
— without a scintilla of evidence to support 
them. 

I do not know the law, but it occurs to my mind 
to be nothing but fair and just that Judge Maddox 
should perfect the motion for a new trial and let 
some other judge pass upon the question as to 
whether his findings are contrary to the evidence 
or not. Otherwise it would be like asking the 
same jury to reverse its finding in the same case. 
Imay be wrong, butit occurs to me that this 
course would not only be proper in itself, but 
would comport with the desires of Judge Maddox 
himself. 

I am informed thatin every way possible a few 
hitter enemies-are seeking to create the impres- 
sion that the public demanded the action of 
Judge Maddox. It isenough for me to say that 
there is method in this. I know personally about 
every man inthis county, and I have heard of no 
such demand except from three or four irrespon- 
sible lawyers, who are scarce of clients, andin 
whom but few, ifany, have any confidence, and in 
this matter are moved, not from a pure motive, 
but from envy, jealousy, and the blackest hatred 
and malice. No one is complaining who, 
it is said, he has injured. But to 
the contrary, every man, unless posseny 
one with the county almosta unit would and do 
ask for his relief and complete exoneration. No 
one outside of the aforesaid enemies believes 
that he has been guilty of any misconduct. 

As every intelligent man, before making up his 
mind in so important a matter, would be glad to 
know the comparative standing professionally or 
otherwise, as men, of the movent and the defend- 
ant before this community, will certainly be as- 
tonished should they institute an inquiry.

The esteemed Augusta Chronicle is evi- 
dently determined to set up aman of straw 
and demolish him forthe entertainment of 
its readers.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 31.—The Bank of England 
advanced its minimum rate of discount this 
morning, and the weekly statement showed a 108s 
in reserve, while £50,000 were reported withdrawn 
from the bank for export, presumably to South 
America. In response to this action everything 
in London was flat this morning, including Aimer- 
ican stocks, in which there were declines from 
last evening’s figures extending to over 1 per 
cent, St. Paul, Louisville and Nashville, Norfolk 
and Western preferred and Atchison being the 
leaders. Large engagements of gold were made 
in the early morning hour for export, and this 
market followed the London figures, the first 
prices being generally from }, tu 1, per cent lower 
than those of last evening, while St. Paul | was 
down 114 and Lackawanna, Louisville and Nash- 
ville and Rock Island 1 per cent each. The market 
exhibited little recuperative power, however, and 
none of these losses were-regained, the only strong 
point in the market being Sugar Refineries and 
Silver Certificates. The heavy gold shipments 
undoubtedly were the most influential in keeping 
the market down after the first rally in early 
trading. The raiiroad list today furnished lit- 
tie feature to the dealings, although there was 
considerable animation in both St. Paul and Atch- 
ison, which suffered most from London selling. 
Traders were inclined to take in their shorts in 
early dealings, but engagements of such large 
amounts of gold forexport, as a result of the ac- 
tion of the bank of England, changed the temper 
of dealings again, and prices sagged off slowly for 
the remainder of the day. The most prominent 
feature of the market, however, was the unusual 
activity and decided strength in Silver Certifi- 
cates, which were put up 2'4 per cent to 1124, and 
closed at 113'4. The business done in them footed 
up 1,440,000 ounces. On the whole, considering 
the unfavorable circumstances, the market dis 
played stubborn strength, and the bulls are evi- 
dently waiting for matters to settle abroad before 
making any effort to advance prices any further 
here. In the meantime the bears are hammering 
the market as much as they dare, but are not 
bringing out any long stocks. The market finally 
closed firmer at something better than the lowest 
points on a slight rally in the last few minutes,

CHICAGO, July 31—Wheat—A good speculative 
business was again transacted, and the feeling was 
unsettled.
